The Reclamation Concept 


Americans are notoriously a waste­ 
ful people. Over much of ocur history 
# > natloii we hai<re been running 
throiiffh tmpaitllM ifaatth in re- 
Tike a wastrd squandering an 
inherited fortune. 


Thera also is in our national back­ 
ground, hoiwe?er, a contrary theme of 
Yaiikee frugality—the concept of **mak- 
inff do** with what one has; the way 
of life amnmed up In the admonition: 
**Wttte not, want not.** This, too, has 
been aa Important element in our na- 
tioiial tFBditioo, though one generally 
forgotten over long periods of time. 


In aome reapeets, this century has 
aean a lesnrgenoe of the “waste not, 
want not** phltosophy* Whereas the tim­ 
ber baiona once leveled forests un­ 
checked by law, and with no considera­ 
tion for the future, both law and en­ 
lightened adf-lnterest now prevent this. 
There have been auccesses in preserving 
ptak and rcnatton land — even wil- 
demtia areas — for public use. Though 
sttdi eeelogieal horrors as feebly regu­ 
lated atrip nhilnf continue, there has 
be«i progreaa toward better utflizap 
tiott and, where poialble, revitalisa­ 
tion of natoial raaouitai. 


are also bagfaming to witness 
the first haaltaiit atspa toward solid 
waate disposal syslsms that wiU stress 
redamatioB of malertala. The old way 
has bastt to get rid of such waate— 
bum tt, bury It, dinnp It at sea; any- 


thing to get it out of sight and out of 
mind. This Is changing. The changes 
are coming along rather slowly—too 
slowly to keep ahead of the problem, 
some observers say. But at least there 
is movement, and a growing public 
sense that this m|ist be done. 


There are two parallel thrusts— 
from the private sector and from gov­ 
ernment. Thus far, the greatest show 
of activity has come from business 
and industry. More than a year ago, 
for example, an aluminum can col­ 
lection effort got under way. It is get- 
ting returns—for 10 cents a pound— 
at the ràte of about two and one>half 
billion cans a year. 


Now four major can companies 
are going that one better. They are 
undertaking an expanded collection pro­ 
gram which will seek not only alumi­ 
num but also steel and combined steel- 
and aluminum cans. Moreover, the 
money for the cans will go, not to the 
individuals and groupa doing the work, 
but to selected local government agen- 
cies. This makes the effort more a com­ 
munity project than merely a money­ 
making device. 


This kind of experimentation is 
heartening, but there ia an evident 
need for concerted effort by private 
groups and government "Waste not, 
want not** should become a matter not 
of whim or self-interest, but of nation­ 
al policy. 


A Matter Of Equality 


' This Idea of a gun-toting female 
helping tb guard the president or riding 
shotgun with the U.S* Border Patrol, 
or perhaps even taking part in a nar- 
cotics r^d, may strike many as not 
qnite In k e i|^ with the American 
law enforcement tradition. To this the 
Civil Service Ckvmmission might reply 
that aexual diecrimination excluding 
women from such Jobe, or slmost any 
other, IS even less in keeping with 
Amerlcaa tradition and American law. 


That la the essence of the Com- 
mlssk»i*s mling that neither "men on­ 
ly** nor “women only’* requirements 
win henceforth be acceptable with re­ 
gard to fsderal jobs. Only a few excep­ 
tions will be allowed; under the new 
;rsgulationa, agencies will be permitted 
rto specify employment by sex In situ­ 
ations where Job-holders must sleep 


together in common quartera,' or for 
certain institutional jobs such as that 
of matron in a women’a prison. 


The gun-toting aspect of the mat­ 
ter was mentioned only because this 
dramatizes the Ck>mmission’a central 
point. This is that from now on agen­ 
cies will not receive permission to hire 
on a sexually diacriminatory basis un­ 
less they can show that performance 
of a given job would otherwise be 
“seriously impaired.** The Commission 
bases this dictunoi on "our strong feel­ 
ing that the exclusion of all men or 
all women from consideration for a 
position can be justified only under 
the most unusual circumstan^.** 
Equal rights for women in the 'field 
of employment will not become a re­ 
ality until we acknowledge this, and 
act accordingly.

I auppoae he and so many 
others like him fixed perma­ 
nently in my mind what an 
American aoldiar was. The end­ 
less continuation of tha war, 
and the shattering, agodiing 
controvaralea of the war, have 
not altered that image for me 
I am aorry that teday, so 
wearied and bewildered by thé 
Asian fi^iting, 
this nation 
seems to be making Gb, eve^ 
the surviving ones, victims of 
this conflict. 


The other week I sat with a 
congressman and listened to hif 
ceaseless condemnation of "our 
murdering soldiers." More re­ 
cently I was joatlad by ViataaBi 
veterans, each insisting that 
they committed more brutalitlea 
in the war than the others. This 
morning and «very morafaig 
read in the public printa of d ti 
len outrage over GI child shoot­ 
ings, finger cuttinii and village

In several doien combat mis­ 
sions in the war, I have wit­ 
nessed only one atrocity—that 
committed by a GI on a dead 
man.

This is only to say these few 
are ignorantly, savagely excep­ 
tional, and condamii^ by the 
many.
